voseph  Howe,  eminent  Canadian  statesman,  born  at  Halifax,  if.3.  Dec.  13,  1804.  His 
father  was  *ohn  Howe,  who  was  descended  from  one  of  four  brothers  who  came 
from  the  southern  part  of  England  to  the  Jew  England  states  in  the  17th  cent- 
ury. *ohn  Howe  was'  the  only  one  og  the  family  in  Hew  England  to  remain  loyal 
at  the  time  of  the  revolution. 

Howe,  Hon.  Joseph.— xhe  late  Hon.  Mr.  Howe  was  born  at  the  I!orth-T7est  Arm,  about 
two  miles  from  Halifax,  in  December,  180b.  His  father  was  John  Howe,  a  J.  E. 
loyalist,  who  was  at  one  time  a  printer  in  boston,  but  who  subsequently  became 
a  writer  for  the  newspapers.  It  may  here  be  said  that  the  word  J.  E.  loyalist 
passes  current  in  all  parts  of  Canada  as  an  equivalent  for  aristocrat,  our 
people  taking,  it  would  seem,  almost  for  granted  that  all  those  who  gather- 
ed up  their  movables,  after  the  colonies  had  effected  their  independence, 
were  high  society  gentlemen,  and  in  some  way  personal  friends,  if  not;  blood 
relations, of  the  Crown  .  2he  truth  of  the  matter  is  that  the  U.  E.  loyal  ists 
comprised  all  sorts  of  people,  unlettered  yeomen,  eleemosynary  shoemakers, 
printers,  blacksmiths,  weavers,  spinners,  and  a  few  handfuls  of  gentlemen 
who  had  a  little  blue  china,  and  whose  ancestors  came  out  in  the  Mayflower. 
\.hen  these  loyalists  settled  in  the  loyal  provinces  that  now  form  Canada, 
the  Crown  could  not  be  so  ingrateful  as  to  let  them  go  unrecompensed  for 
the  sacrifices  they  had  made  at  the  dictates  of  their  devotion;  for  it  is 
not  to  be  disputed  that  a  number  of  the  refugees  really  did  make  sacrifices 
to  their  loyalty,  jj'or  hikndreds,  however,  the  war  might  be  regarded  as  a 
perfect  god-send.  I'hey  left  their  empty  shoe-making  stalls,  and  were  pre- 
sented with  a  large  tract  of  land  in  Ontario,  Nova  Scotia,  or  Jew  Brunswick, 
in  consideration  of  their  "devotion. ;l  But  to  return  to  .Joseph  Howe.  He  went 
to  school  in  an  irregular  fashion  in  Halifax,  etc.,  etc.

x'he  Sight  Aev.  M.  A.  DeV.olfe  Howe,  B.D. ,  3UL.D. ,  Bishop  of  Central  Penn- 
sylvania, had  a  most  interesting  seal,  since  from  the  description  of  the  anas  in 
Longfellow's  'f.ayside  Inn"  some  of  its  features  are  taken.  It  is  known  that  the 
arms  thus  described  hung  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  in  an  old  inn  at  Sud- 
bury which  was  owned  by  a  man  "by  the  name  of  Howe."

Was  among  the  early  settlers  of  Barnston,  Ctanstead  Co.,  P.Q.  His  father, 
Caleb  Howe,  had  settled  near  Fort  Dunmore,  now  Dummerston,  Vt.  x'hat  country  was 
then  new,  and  after  the  opening  of  the  French  War,  the  inhabitants  were  subject 
to  frequent  depredations  from  the  Indians.  3uch  was  the  insecurity  of  the  place 
that  the  women  and  children  were  kept  in  the  Fort— the  men  cultivating  the 
meadows  in  the  daytime  with  their  muskets  by  their  side,  and  prepared  to  retreat 
into  the  Fort  on  the  appearance  of  the  Indians.  Mr.  Howe  and  two  of  his  neighbors 
were  surprised  by  an  ambuscade  of  the  Indians,  while  hoeing  com,  and  killed  .on 
the  spot,  and  the  Indians  succeeded,  by  stratagem,  in  getting  into  the  Fort, 
the  women  and  children  galling  an  easy  iorey.  Among  their  captives  were  Mrs.  *Howe 
ana  her  children.  Ahey  were  marched  off  through  the  wilderness  to  Lake  Oharnplain 
whence  they  were  taken  to  Montreal,  where  after  a  delay  of  some  months  thev 
were  ransomed  and  suffered  to  return  home,  after  having  passed  through  many' 
hardships  ana  sufferings.  Squire  Howe  was  four  years  old  when  the  family  were 
taiven  uy  the  Indians.  i!he  IndianX  who  claimed  him  as  his  property  seemed  to 
cherish  a  feeling  of  peculiar  spite  and  malignity  towards' him  during  the  whole 
oi  their  ;oamey.  Often  when  the  little  fellow  sunk  down  from  fatigue  or  exhaust- 
ion he  would  rouse  him  by  striking  him  on  the  head  with  the  handle  of  his  hatchet 

marks  of  this  savage  brutality  were  plainly  to  be  seen  during  the  remainder 
of  his  lite.  In  his  early  youth  the  compiler  examined  the  head  of  Mr.  Howe  who 
was  then  an  old  man,  and  long  and  deeply  indented  scars  were  distinctly  felt  and 
seen,  he  settled  in  Barnston  in  1804.  jeveral  of  his  descendants  reside  in  that 
town. 

Squire  Howe,  son  of  Caleb  ME    and  Jemima  Howe,  was  born  at  T)ummerston  Vt. 
Aov.  2,  1752.  He  married  Phoebe  Paine,  born  can.  13,  1760.  Ahev  settled  on  TTo.  9  ' 
oth  flange  of  i^rnston  in  1304.  He  died  in  1834.  Che  died  in  18^9.
